The large ice house of the Oneonta 


Ice and Fuel company adjacent to th* 
u. «. n. idmuuu irauks on Jtuuiroao 
avenue, a landmark for the past 1$ 
years, is being raxed to make way for 
a garage and wagon storage build- 
lag. Since the trtitlan of the 
stacks on Goodyear lake the company 
has had little use for the Railroad 
avenue house. 


The ice house, which had a capac- 


ity of approximately 4,000 tons, was 
built 3: years ago by the Oneonta Ice 
company. At that time Ice was se- 
cured from what is now the head race 
of the Elmore Milling company's mill 
race and thu first elevator was built 
on the water aide of the building. 
When the Milling Company developed 
Its race the Increased current mad* 
the formation of thick Ice impossible 
and the Ice company commenced har- 
vesting from the Electric Light pond. 
This was in l»oo, soon after the Elec- 
tric Light dam was constructed. An 
elevator was built on the railroad side 
of the lc« house and the Ice conveyed 
there by wagons from the Electric 
Light pond.
